mer age>,which the condition of the preſent times 
conficme., ; 

The happic Raignotthe late deceaſ:d Queen 
of famous memoric, How was 1t not onely rradu- 
ced by the calamantous tongues of Catholickes,& 
all che popiſh crew, But hcrlite alſo lo often ends 
gered, that nota yearc paſt wichour ſome nota- 
ble and diucliſh plotandproteA, which neuerthe- 
Iciſe by God his cipecial power & grace, did ſtill 
faile u1 the executio:1:bur aboue all, that helliſh & 
abhorred Trcalon,which in the third yeare of his 
Matcſties raigac, was ſocunningly and daunge- 
rouſly contriued, both againſtthe head and pria- 
cipall members ot the Kingdome , did fo tatre cx- 
| cel[allcompariſon ,that voto ſtrange nations the 
reporte thereof 'hath yet ſcare eorredche com- 
paſlc of belecte : the off ting whereot had prepa= 
red milerie for the childe vab: rne. 


Oh that the wombe of a Country ſhould beare | 


ſuch prodigious monſters, and chatthe aire ofany 
Climate ſhould giuerhem breath, thatlikeche 
Earch-born brethren, enuying cach others ſhape, 
deuours anuthei — che vnquiet minde otman 
neuer content With his. owuceſtate, dothpaſſe 
through all ſortes of opinion; and purpoles,vacill 
ſhe hath ſetled che ground ot her deuice,, which if 
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ſumption,tolifr vp hand againſt their head , and fo 
worke theirowne falles and taiall deſtrutions. To 
{cta ſide the Treaſonable prattiles of diſcontented 
Papiſts, 8 other malcuolent oppolites tothe State, 
Many other commotionsand 1nfurreftions of the 
giddie-headed and vogouerned people, yppon falle 
and fained pretexts and ſuggeſtions, hauing alwales 
bene without ground ia the foundation, hauc like- 
wiſe bene without forme inthe building : So 
difſonant tothe well tuned peace & tranquility of 
the Land,thar many times it hath mard that good- 
ly conſencand harmony, wherewith both heauen 
and carth is delighted. Such was the rebellion of 
Jack Straw and Wat Tylerin the daics of Richard the 
ſecond,atthat time when in his minoritie, hee gata 
finguler hope and expefation ofa happicraigne 8& 
goucrnment. The likein the time of Henry the (xr, 
by Jack Cade,that aſſumed the name ot Mortimer in 
the diſturbance of the peaceable condicion of his 
Raigne,which thoughit bad a ground and proicR, 
plotted: by the Duke of Torke., thatthen made a 
claimeandenle tothe Crowne , and happily from 
him a countenanceaſsiſting therunto, yer werethe 
proccedings miſhapen, & the ſucceſle an{werable.

*pardrheſixt,amoſte excellent Prince, being with- 


out iuſdcauſe, -or: colouteitberof their own gree> 
uances,or.tho Kings goucrnmer,did in a ſhore time = 
growe 
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groweto ſuch a body, bur ſo horrid 8& monſtrous; 
thatat this day there are misſhapen monuments 
left of that prodigious Rebellion. The rebellyon 
of Tyrone ia ireland,in the daics ot her late maiclties 
happicraigne, how monſtrous was itinreſpe& of 
the milchictes it brought with it , andletr behinde 
it? How vnaaturallin reſpe& ofthe many miſerics 
and vnrumely deathes that it wrought, eucn to his 
owne .. ountricmetfaow vathanktull in reſpeRof 
the manitold= tauours beereecciued at the handes 
of his Soucraigne, ro whame hee worthily awed 
his deerelt blood, is lite,andallchat cucr he emoy- 
ed? | 
 Buttheendes of all ſuch as hane praftiſed Rebel. 
Lon,whois ſo ignorantthat he bath not ether read 
or heard chem, or ſo voideof vaderſtandiog, thar he 
cannot preiudicate of their ſuccefſe? and ſich in this 
caſe there is occaſton prelent miniltred ro write 
(chough I could be content my penne were racher 
idle then buſicdin therreatyc of ſuch aſubict) I 
hau- thought good,(o farre as my inſtruftions lead 
me,to make knowne to the world the nature rand 
manner of the late m ſt crucll and vanacural pro- 
ceedingsof ſome of Tyrone his accomplices in re» 
land,vpon the bodyes otdiucrs of his Maicſtics 
faichfull and louinFSubicQs:- in (ctting idawac of 
which infamous Aces and attempts of murther & 
arcaſon , I ſhall laboucto exhorc all well d:\poſcd 
| Subics, 
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itbe framed in the webbe of miſchicfe, oh what a 
work dothic preduce,lo contrary to the quiet na» 
tureot ma,thar no ſingle eyc or weldiſpolcd heart 
b:1t doth abhoric? This dilconmtentment of minde 
or rather ynrealonable & abitious defiie of glory, 
IS a vice thar {educerh the hearts ot marry ſubicas 
fro their loyall & duccifull obedience, & fights a* 
orinſt mod-ſty, which is a part of reperace.For the 
mod: ſt mi(a: Ariſtotle lartt) {clireth honor,as he 
ought,& as becommeth him. buthechac define th 
it by valawful meanes,is ambirious, & caried away 
with a perturvatio+; ot iugemperance, Ot iuch as 
theſcth.re are many examples, both in ſacred and 
prophane Hiſtories, which may inſtzuCt and warn 
loyall ſubieQs: Amongſt whome commcth here 
tomy remembrance , the notable ſtoric ol Korah 
that ſeditious-hea.ied, & abitious minded Lraclie 
whoſe rebellion Moſes at large (errech downe with 
his bad ſucceſſe an. (trange puniſhment. In which 
ambition (as commonlye ic fallcthcut with men 
iateted with that vice) there was firlt mal-cotents 
m-nt of minde,ywho not ſatisfied with that honor 
& calling wherin he was placed,railed vp diſquiet- 
nes & diſturbace amog the people» Secodly, there 
was 1n him an enujous affc&16, whetby he di{dai- 
ned Moſes 8 Aaron ſhould haue any power ouer 
him. T hirdly, like our vile Anabapriſts,he went a- 
boutco lupptes goucramet, & wold haue all wy 
AZ O 
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of cquall power and condition, which is the con- 
fuſion of all eſtates of peovle. Fourthly, he raiſed 
ypopen (edition & Rebellion againſt Gouernors 
appointed of God, Fiftly,he went about to haue 
brought the ligh Pricft-hood, tro Ars vnto hinti- 
&lfc,alrhough he tound fault with others for the 
ſame. The holy Scriprures are full ofexamples, 
both of Ambitious proceedings, and of the defer= 
ued fall and ruine of ſuch vnoarurall and vaduritul 
intendments : ſolikewiſe are prophane hiſtories. 
As what but Ambition ſtird vp Ceſar and Pom- 
pey Marius & Scilla,OFanins, Antonius,8 Lepidus, 
by force of armes to pur their Country ro -Sword 
and fire,and lo ynnaturally to imparre the large & 
great ſcope ofthe Romaine Empire f V hat bur: 
ambition 8 diſcontentment ofmind hath drawne 
many deſperate people from rime to time , not 
onelye to caſt our words of diſdaine againſt the 
honorable raleand reucrence of che higher pow- 
ers ,burt to forlake their loyall and bounden 
ducties,and (without any compunCtion of conſci- 
ence)topraQtiſethe ſubuerſion ot King,common- 
wealth and Countrie, 

I ncede notenlarge my ſclfin this matter, cither 
by diuinc or prophane examples : our home-bred 
experience andteſtimonie, may ſcrue fromtime 
totime to expreſſethe follyes of fuch ambitious 
pctſons,as haue beeneled cither by-ehtuie orpre-

SubicAastothe ducue of obedience ,&:<xhort al faftious & 
turbuleac ſpirits from the treaſorable & ill reliſht poyſon of 
Rebcllion,tharbeing once diltaſted in chelpallate of conceit, 
it may hereatier not inf-& ch2 heart withcanſent + And I do 
much wonder that reaſonable men ſhould inthis cale bee 
much worſe then 1n(cenſible creatures: the one ſtill oaturally 
ſtciuing ropreſcrue , and the other vanaturally ro deſtroy 
their kinde : anditthey would but right'y examin the qua- 
licicand condition of times paſt,togerher withthe naturc of 
murther, Trea(on,and rebell1ons , they ſhould ſoone finde 
thac as the ſucceſl< hath failed them 1a their expeQarions,lo 
cheirpuniſhments haue ſtil futed to their deſeruings, & that 
iuſtly roo, for where offence is but tollerared by authoritie, 
or incouraged by impuvitic , There inſolencie and mens 
misbchauiouts commaund the law,whichis the greateſt cr- 
ror(] ſuppoſe )that can bein gouernment, 

$2 prepoſterous and out of order are the deuiſes and at- 
rempts of Rebellion and creacherie, that ſuch as are milled 
by cheirdirc&ions , doc neuer meaſure their owne ations 
by time,orcheir aff. ions by diſcretis, butin a head-ſtrong 
& improuident courſe, vadertake & profecute theit ralh &: 
heedeles enterpriſes, oftentimes to the ruine & deſtruttion 
of cthemſelucs 8 many others. Buc aboue all» this late cruell 
and bloudy plor,practiled about Zowghfoyle in Ireland. as it 
ought withallpictie to be pittied,lodclerucs 1t ro bee reme- 
bred,as a demonſtrance of the Irifh inhuman:tie: who not- 
withſtanding his maieſties lenitie & many gratious fauours 
towards them, have ſti] continued their wiltull and bloudie 
courles,withoutany inſt caule or ground, what colour loce 
uerthey.ler vpan it,ro face the garment of their rebellion, 
their hearts-being {ſo obdurate 8 inclined to milchiefe, thar 
they quite forgetro vaderſtand how ynlawfull & vnduritull 
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their ations are,how offeniwe to God andto the King,af- 
wellin the duties of deviotion as obedience: how huttfull in 
 regardofexample toothers,how hopeleſſe in regard of fuc- 
ceſſe tothemſclues,how dangerous inreſpett of their ſtates 
preſent,and how infamous inthe conſideration of times to 
come; when(notwithftandiog the beſt gloſſe & colour they 
can ſet ypon their attemprs)they ſhal yer in after rimes(as 0+ 
thers haue done in former) carry the verye names & faces of 
Traitors,and match inthe hated rankes of Zicke Straw, Wat 
Tyler, Iacke Cade and others,being marked wuh the odious 
and deteſtable brand and ſtampe of Rebels. 

T his Zongh-foyleis a Riucrin the North part of treland, 
bounded on the one (ide with the countric of Ceane and Ty- 
roxe,and ontheorther,with the Lands and liuing of Oddon. 
nell and of Six Carey Adougherty, a Rcbell by whome this 
late murther and Treacheric was chicthe plotted and pro- 
ſecured : Itis adioyning tothe Tlands betweene Scotland 8& 
Ireland , and about ſome cight ycares ſince or ſomewhat 
moreinthe cime of the great rebellis, this place was ſurpri- 
ſed and taken by the worthy knight Sir Henry Dockwray, 
whoſc firſt landing was at Xilwore, about twelue miles of 
theright had of the Riuer within the Country, andthethen 
country of Sir John Adoughertie(father of this Sir Carey,who 
was at thattime living, Here Sir Henrie Dockwray, toundeda 
Caſtle againſt the Riuer aforeſaid, which he very ſufficient- 
ly fortified, & afterwards madea ſtrong Fortethere,called 


Kilmore. Within one moneth following, he went three 


miles beyond that, and rooke the Derry without any reſiſt- 
ance,lying vponthe ſaid Ritter of ZLeughfoyle,where is ſince 
creed a goodly Town called the Cue ofthe Derry , and 
where allo he built two Fortes, anda goodly houſe. 
After this, he made another Fortecalled Dan a Lowge,a 
| place 
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place ſome three miles beyond thart,on theleft hand of the 
Riuer, and thenthe Zeffrerdſometwelue miles beyond the 
Derree . 

But changes and alterations are (for the moſt part) full 
of perills and daunger,and then miſchaunces doe iſooneſt 
befall ys,vhen we account our ſclues moſt ſecure, and are 
beſt perſwaded of our ſafery : as hapnedto Sir George Paulet 
of Hampſhicr,who went into Ireland with his wite and chil- 
dren, and was made Gouernour of the Derry aforeſaid,by 
the aſsignement of Sir Henry Dockewray, the which place 
Sit Henry had tormerly obtaincd inthe time of war, by his 
owne valour and induſtry. 

But toſatiſfie the Readers expeCtations of the trecherous 
attempts of Sir Cary Adeugherty atoreſaid , which is the on- 
ly purpoſe ofthis preſent relation, you ſhall vnderſtand, that 
as the Serpent neuer ſtings more deadly , then when hee 
bites withour hiſsing, ſo anenimic never intends more 
dcepe miſchcife and villany , then when he ſhaddowes his 
purpoſes vnder the ſhew 8 pretext of friendſhip and amitte, 

In what bloody manner dealt Joah with Abner? when he 
pretended to ſpeak peaceably with bim inthe gate? concer- 
ning which trecherous manner, Dawidlete order with Salo- 
mouhis lonne,to which Salomonagreed,and cauſed Benaiah 
to {mite Zoab, hauing caught holde onthe hornes of the Al- 
rar,and there hee dicd, 

In what trecherous manner haue many hipocrites made 
Feaſts, and in the middeſt oftheir cuppes imbrued their 
hands with blood ? To omit the butchery of Abimlech,vp- 
pon his brethren, for the placing himlelte in the Kingdom: : 
ro omit the poiſoning of King John, Kingot England 
bya Moncke of Swinſthead Abbey 2 the murther freſh 1n 
memoty,done by a Fricr moſt bouldly ypon Henry the late 
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King of France:the villanous attempt vpon the Prince of Or- 
renge:To paſſe ouerthe abhcmigable crucltic ofthe Guizg- 
ans,'athing themſelues in blood in the time of the mall acre 
and that praQtiſe againſt the Lord Chaſtillon, the Lord high 
Admirall ot France, And to omit to ſpeak of Bothwel his vil. 
laoy,not any way interiour,or behinde thereſt in ſauagecru- 
eltic, for his treaſon againſt our King his moſt excellent ma- 
ieſtie : this yn-heard of manner oftreacherie, contrined and 
effc&cd by Sit Cary Adougherty, is,forthe exerciſe as mon« 
ſtrous, & tor the exccution,as cruell & tiranous as any that 
is or can be mentioned, 

He made ſhew and proteſation ofgreat Joue and friend- 
ſhip he beare to Capraine Hart, who was lcit commaunder 
of the Forte and Caſtle of Kill-more, but vnder thecloake 
and habit ofamity , he hrowdcd the hate and heartotan e- 
nemie. |Simulata #quitas, non eſt equitas . ſed duplex iniqui- 
£45 , quia iniquitas eft & ſimulatio: tained cquitie 1s noequiiic 
but a doublc iniquitie, becauſe 1i is 1niquitic and diſsimulati- 
on : Such a na this Itiſhe rebell ſhewed him (clte. 1n- 
tus Nero, foris Cato: ln ſhew,grauc as Cato,and friendly as a 
Sepatour: in heart ascrucl} as Nero, ard as tirannous as a 
thirſtie blood- ſucker: As a beaſt compaQt of many beaſtes, 
Acccording tothe Poets ſaying, Zeopars prima, Drico media 
Ip/a Chimera: The principall and totre-part a Lyon , the 
middle part a Dragon. a very Chymeraitlelte : Such aone 
1s he as Salomon ſpcakethof, that inuntes a manto his table 
in ſhewof curtelye, and meanes him miſcheite, that offers 
himſelfe inrenewing of friendſhip to cate anddrink with a 
man,and as though he ſaid in his heart, catc and drinke,bur 
his heart is not with thee, 

Such a one was J#das, who accompaining Chriſt as his 
Diſciple, cating and drinking with him,did yet with a Iudas 
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kiſſe betray him: and ſuch a one(l ſay)is this redel Sir Carey 
Adengherty: he mace great ſhew of loue to Captaine Fart, 
bur it was not with his heart, for he harboured an inward & 
ſecret rancour and walice,wherothe meant cre long to giue 
open {igne and outward demonſtration, as it thus hapned. 
This Sit Carey Adongherty being fo well thought on that 
hee was graced with che dignitic of Knight-bood, made 
Aldermanofrhe Cittic of Derry,and ioyned in commilsion 
with other Iuſtices ofthe Peace 1n thoſe parts of Irclad: The 
18of Aprill laſt, inuiced Captaine Hart todinner with his 
wife and little Sonne, and tcaſted them yerie long, and that 
in ſuch coſtly and ſumptuous manner, as their extraordina- 
rie and kinde entertainment for thepreſent, & the long vn + 
der-hand loue that hee formerly pretended to ſhewrothe 
Capraine,did quirc remooue all teare and ſuſpition of any 
treachery to follow. i 
There was ſuch familiarity betweene Captaine Hartand 
this Sir Carey Adougherty,1s not log before fir Carey became 
his Goſlip,ard chri{ined the Caprtaine alittle Sonne, & not 
wweluc monethes betore that, Capraine Hart purchaſed of 
him three thouſand Acres ct ground,lying not far from his 
Caſtle, which he purpoſed to inhabit with Engliſh, andto 
that inteat had written many letters to his friendes in Eng- 
landto furniſh him with Tennants to cake the ſame land of 
him, Beſides allthis, ſuch was the eſtimation ot his integritie 
boih towards Prince and Countriexthat thoſe partes where 
he inhabited being knowne to be ſauage and barbarous, & 
the people verie rudeand irreguler,he was thought worthy 
not abouc a fortnight before the lamentable & treacherous 
ſurpriſing of the caſt!c of Kilmore, & the cittic of Derry, ro 
meetat the Zefferd with Sir Richard Hinſard,captaine Hart, 
Captaine Yawghay, and other Commiſs:oners, about refor-

mation of the abuſes of that Countrey : and the eſtablj- 
ſhing ofcertaine rules concerning the affaires , and ſeruice 
of his Miicſti:, whereof they had lately before receaued 
dirc&ions from the Lord D:pury : As namely the elefing 
and [wearing of Conſtables , the ſappreſsing of certaine 
wilde W oad-karnes ( which this Rebell complained his 
ozyne Tenants did harbour) and the appcaſing of a con- 
rroucrſie betweene two neighbours, that did ariſe by the 
fiering of an houſe nere Sir Carey , and withia his Coun- 
ric. 
Theſe intercourlſes of buſines and contrattes of other 
friendſhips andamttic, were ficefrom the leaſt doubt and 
ſurmiſe ofanycreacheric : But he that alwaiescarried ia his 
hcactan inward and ſecret infeftion of malice and enuie, 
intended alſo that his aCtion ſhould giue inſtance thereof a- 
gainſt Captaine Hapzsſecuritie: For dinner being done, (to 
which Captaine Hirt was ſo {ſolemnly inuited) and the 
time ſo farre ouer paſt , that the approach of night 
ſummoned him and his companic home to his charge, 
Captain Hart beginning to take his leaue , and to gue 
hearty thankes for the entertainement hee had receiued: 
Adougherty changed the coppic of his countenance , and 
(calling him aſide, pretending to ſpeake a worde or two 
with him in priuate)told him , that this was bur a traineto 
intrappe him , anda fairc and {weetebeginning , to drawe 
ona foule and ſharpe concluſion , That he had receiued 
many diſgraces from the Engliſh , and cſpecially from Sir 
George Pawlet gouernour of the Derry,wherofhe meant ere 
long to be reuenged : VV hich words werenoſooner vt- 
tered , but certaincarmed men ( placed before to that pur- 
poſe )did preſently ruſh in, diſarmed Capraine Hare, and 
tooke him priſoner: And told him that it hee would = dc» 
jucr 
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liver vp the Caſtle of Kilmore , he ſhould ſcehis wifeand 
little childe kild before bis face , and hitnſclfc and ſuch as 
were inthe Caſtle , ſhould pay the price of his deniall, cucn 
with their deereft bloodes, 

Captaine Hare was nothing daunted or diſcouraged at 
this ſodaine altcration , or with this Rebelles threars and 
menacings , but was atmed with aloyall reſolution,to abide 
any tyrannous crueltic that hee could inflict ypon him: 
Preferring his owne honeſty , and the duty hee owed 10 his 
Souctraigne, andto the wcltareof his Country , before the 
life either ot him ſelfe , his wite or children, or any other pri» 
uate reſpe&ts : defiing the Rebell and his threats to his face, 
and chofing rather 10dierben to yeeld to ſuch a villany: 
whereupon Adorghertie wild him to reſolucto dye and (o 
left him tocke cultody of thole armed men, | 

To what cxtremitie and amazement may wee thinke 
this Captaine driven to » whep ( being thus left) onthe 
one fide he might behold ſo many ſterne countenances to 
affright him ?on the other ſuch rough intreatics to terrifie 
him? and every way ſuch imminent and open arguments 
of dangertodeſtroie hin ? who notwithſtanding , cuen as 
a wiſe ſhip-maiſter , when hee ſ(etteth forth from the ſhoare 
and gocth to Seca , laicth a fide the remembrance of 
wife and children , houſe and tamilye , and imployerh 
his body and mindc only tothe due performance of his 
duty, Soc Captaine Hart , being burnewly Janched oar 
of the porte of delicate taire and conentntement { as 
hee was a gueſt )into a ſodaine Sca and tempeſt of daun- 
ger & ditcomfort(as he was takenpriſoner ) did yer ſo dil 
playethe ſaile ofhis Joue and loyaltie vppon the maſt of his 
coiries cauſe, that he betook himſelf wholy to thetackling 
ot relolution,&kept his heart vp6 the ſterne of duc obedifce + 
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to his Soueraigne, and ratherdefiredto bee in the hand of 
danger,thza co hazard the report of his name toany fucure 
im-2ucation, 

Our heaucaly Smith, ſuffered his allegianceto be broght 
ico the forge otcryal and che coales of treacherous procee- 
dingsto be kiadled,to prooue whether he were pure golde 
and ficto be laid vp in his princes treaſurie: - For many are 
wdged by their ſhewes to be equall and obedient , whome 
tryall proucth of yacquall and curbulent diſpoſi.ions. Many 
flowers promiſe a mulcicude of truir,bur when they are once 
puc to the proofe by ſtormes ot wiade, very few perſeuer ta 
the full growth. Pray God there be many, (that ſeeming 
faithfull in the calme and truit of their content ) will not bee 
found in the laps of diſloyaltie,it che like blaſts of Tryall 8 
temptation doe bluſter againſt them, This windie ftorme of 
treacherie,did for the (pace of ewo houres (for (olonz hee 
continued in the cuſtodic otthoſe armed men)corinually aſ- 
ſay co blow hus loialty away lik-light chatt, 8 yer i reſiſted 
totheblaſtes like maſſy wheare : neyther faire nor toule 
meanes could draw him from the loue & iayth that he ow- 
cdto his Soucraigne,Bur atter thoſe two houres were paſt, 
the ſaid Sir Carey Adoughertie,returningto him agatne,folid 
him ſtil ceſoluce inthe denyal of the caſtle of Kilmore, which 
was the marke this Rebell aymedat,to inforce him to (ſur- 
render, He indeauoured by all {lights and violence to ouct- 
come him , but God armed him with cruth againſt his en- 
counters,he planted his batterie, and vſed ail poſſible cn- 
gines to ouerthowethe rampyre and bulwark of his reſolu- 
tlon,Buc all was 1a vaine : his torce was too feeble, and his 
Engines to weaketo batter downe the Adamant rock of his 
loucand loyaltic,to his King and countrie, andtherfore did 
bur ſpurne againſt athorne, VV hich Sic Carey perceiuing, 
willed 
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willed the ſaid armed men to doe execution - vppon him: 
But where man bendes his wicked courſes to ſpill and dc-

For Captaine Havtes. wife maruciling at the long ab- 
fence ofher busbad;(who was thus detained by force)inthe 
* meane time preſfed into the chamber where he was , and 
finding hts cauſe co hange 1n ſuch adeſpcrate ſuſpence , be- 
tweene lifeand death, ſhotell downe in ſuch a dangerous 
ſowne, that ſhe was taken vp by Adexgheries own wifes 
being almoſt paſt hope ot recouery, Thewitcofthis Rebell 
being an cycwitneflc ofher husbands trecherous procee= 
dings: & being toucht with an inward feeling & compalsi- 
onotthe diſtrefle & dager of chele enthraltedperſons,could 
not but burſt into teares, & make outward ſhow of her in- 
wardſorrow for the: And percciuing the foulenes ofthe faft, 
how odious it was in reſpeRotf their obedience , and how 
trecherous in regard ofthat ſhewe of freindſhip ( which this 
Rebell did alwaics pretend to beare to this Caprtaine) ſhee 
did virerly renounce, and diſclaime ro haue any parte or 
priuity of her husbands intent. 

Sir Carey Adoughertye percciuing this, and ſing ithatall 
his former attempts vpon the perſon of Capraine Hare 
would not preuaile to aitaine hispurpoſe, or toworke 
bis difloyalty,, thruſt both his owne wite and the Captaine 
downe the ſtaires, ( yer ſo as hee eenfined himrotke cuſto- 
dy gfcertaine armed men in another place ) ard kept his 
wile backe , meaning to deale with her , asa more weake 
and cafic inſtrument to bee wrought vppon , to bringro 
paſle what hee ſhot arr. 

Her hee threaned wnh many othes and proteſtatiors, 
thatitſhe did not yeelde her.content and furtherance,co deli» 
> is Uuer 
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rerder znto his poſſcſs10n the Caſtle of Kilmore, hee wold 
preſently hang her husband,murcher her little Sonne (thac 
he chriſtacd)aad chenkull her. She ( ike a paper wall 
that breakes with one kneck) not vied before zoluch rough 
& lauadge manner of 1atreatuc,had nor power to withſtand 
kim,c{pscially ſecing ſo geeat danger to be er betorchis cies 
as alſo percciuing the rebel; fury ro bec implacable,but yel- 
dedto his treacherous demaund : Ando inthe might hee 
carried herto the Caſtie,and cauſed her tocallto her Ser- 
uants to open the Caſtle gates, (ayiog(b:ing inforced there- 
uato)that her husband had broken hus atme by acafuall, 8: 
diſaſter accident, ; 

As (oone as the gates were open,the Rebels cntred, and 
pollcſſed chemfelves ofthe caſtle,8 preſently beingarmed, 
went vp with Captain Harts wifc into the chamber ot her 
| eldeſt brother, being a knights ſouneand heire of good ac- 
count in England, who was butlatelyecome thuther ro ſee 
his Siſter, 

The young Geatleman was agaſtat the appearanceofſo 
many armed men 1a his bed-chamber,and beganto beſtirre 
himſelfe. But his S:ſt:r ſoone crid out to him (being 1a bed) 
that he ſhould nor moue nor ſtand 1a his defenceyfor it hee 
did,hee were but adead man. Heere theſe Rebels made ha- 
uocke of what they could finde: andtooke away al Captaia 
Harts plate, ſtocke,and goods whatſocucr,to a greatyaluc, 
and his ytter vndooing tor cuer. | 

And when they haddonethcir violence and outrage at 
their plcaſure(being by cſtimation three hundrerh) leauing 
ſuſficient forceto keepe the Caſtle 1n their behaltfe, they de- 
parted fromthence, to the proſccuringot turcher milchicte 


and creacherie, 
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This ſtrooke colde to the Captaines heart, yet ar = 
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hee thought it but a fourme of feare put yppon him 
inicſt > but when hce perceived by the continuance 
both of chis Rebcll, his ſterne behauiour- andcounte- 
nance, and by theviolent ruſhing inof thoſe armed men, 
that it was paſt icſt , and a purpoſe, praRiſcd in good 
carneſt, 

Seeing no otherremedic, he began to fall ro intreatic , 
vrging the many inconuenicnces To might follow ſo wic- 
ked and wilfull proceedings , as theimminent daunger of 
himſelfe and his eſtate. The future harmes that might beride 
others by his obſtioate beginnings, the ſhame that enſues, 
ſucha faQ,the wronges doneto the power, and authoritic 
@f his King and Countric. But hcad-ſtrong follyc , that 
hath till her rod tycd at- her owne Girele, would not 
ſuffer his perſwaſions to preuaile, his wordes were ſpo- 
ken todcafecares , and toſugh aoneas neither regarded 
iuſticenorauthoritic. | 

Sorcſolucely did this Rebellperfiſt inthis outrage , that 
detaining Captaine Hare priſoner , hee forc'd his wite 
(with ſome of his owne people appointed to accompany 
her to that bloodicpurpole) to goe to the Forte , whome 
the Souldiers noſoonercſpycd but they preſemly opened 
the Gates andlet herin, laying a fide all doubt and ſuf- 
pition of Treacheric , becauſe their Capraines wife was 
1n company , and by this the Souldicrs were vntimelye 
brought to their endes 3; For the Rebells ( the Gates 
being open ) ruſht violcatlye vppon ſuch as kept the 
Forte, andraking the Caſtle , put them all tothe tword, 
reſeruing none aliveſaue the Captaine, his wife and Chil- 
dren. Thercis no good nature, that bcholding ona com- 
mon Stage any Tragedie , whercin bce repreſented the 
miſcries ofany one man , orthe ruine or defolation of 
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a wholc Countrie; will not accompanye the outward mo- 
tions ofthe Aors,with ſome inward atfeRion, yea,lome- 
time With teares and vehement compaſlsion' , which if wee 
docina Play, whereof the matrer is manytimes vatrue, 
and but inuented; Then che prattiſcs and horrible cruel- 
tics ofthis Carey Adoughertie and his aſſociates , euenvpon 
our Countriemen, their rormenting,mur thering thew,and 
putting themtodeath, ought much more to moue vs to 
comiſeration. It we greuc when we ſeecruelties ſerforth wn 
plaics , becauſe the like haue cither happened to vs hereto-« 
fore , or may betide vs hereafter , Then not onely good 
cauſe to lament and be {ory for the yatimely cades of thoſe 
filly ſoules , but ro fearc alſo what may follow and happen 
toothers by thelikerebellious Tirravnie , and Iriſh 1nhu- 
manitic, It theircrucllcourſesbec notcucofand preuemed 
by ſcucre Tuſtice and authoritie. 

This is ootall the milchicfe and miſcric thar the Iriſh in» 
fliacd vponour Souldicrs ; bur as the winde cannotbe ty- 
ed withun a quarter , the Sunne bee ſhadowed within a 
Valc, nor __ bee hidden in W ater, So this poyſon of 
Rebellion ſwelling their mindes to further miſchicte, could 
notbe long contained , but it muſt needes breake out in 
more viccrous falſhood and treacherie : for asone ſtormie 
clowdc in the Firnaament is ſeconded by another , and as 
one Bcacon burning ſets another on fire, ſoin this vnduci- 
full and ynoaruralltumulr of the Iriſh , oncout-ragebegets 
another. | 

For this barbarous cruelty comirted thus oucr nightthac 
was able to haue made any relenting mens feetto haue ſtfi- 
bled;their eyes co hauedarzcled,their hearrs quaked, 8their 
bodies trebled when they went abour to effeRit, was yet ſe» 
conded wich a worſe then that,euen the yery next morning 


following , 


; 
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following,ſoreſtles were their deſires inthe purſuite of mi(© 
cheit,ſoobdurate their hearts in dozog violence, & their fecr 
ſo ready to carric them to further villany, - thatthey 
ſtood notlong to pauſe on their diucliſh pnrpple. But about 
two of the clocke inthe morning , made haſt tothe Derry, 
whichis ſome rwo miles from the Caſtle of this Sir Carey 
Adougherty : Therehaving company appointed to be al- 
fafanc in this bloody praiſe, ut was notlong before they 
had taken both the towneand Forte, and made ſuch a ge- 
nerall hauocke,that the fight might haue ſeemed able to ſtir 
mercic cucn inthe moſtetyrannicall diſpoſition. - | 

Butinthem here was neither ſparkeofpirtienor pyctie, 
ſo much werethcir mutinous mindesledaway with a thir- 
ſtiedefircotblood, that aman beholding their mercilefſe 


proccedings,might thinke that the ſoules offuch men lay 


buricdin their ſences, and that their conceipts oftheir pre-: 
ſear crueltic had viterly confounded iathem, the conlide- 
ration of what might happento theraſclues, 

They tookalſo £ Biſhop ofthe Derry his wiſc & Fami- 
ly priſoners,the Biſhop atthattime being at Dublin in Ire- 
land: The furprizingofthis Town and Fort was not all the' 
miſcric or milchicfe that was wrought by this mucinous” 
Normezbur as it is the nature of fortune to be fildometimes- 
ſinguler,cithcr io her frownes or favours , butthat one is 
commoaly hcaped on the neckeof another. 

So.it hapnedin this bloody ſtratageme, forthe Towne 
of Dertie & the Fortbeing taken, there fucceeded another 
euill, worſe then the firſt. Theſe cruell and dilloyall fpirits 
(thathwe not yer failed to ſhew them(ſclucsa lewde rebelli- 
ous generation ) having gotren the yppet hand by their 
treacheric,did not ſpare tofollowe their diſobedience wich 
ſuch bloody purſuite,thattheypur to ſword;the gouernour 
C3 Sir 
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Paulet, with his triends , Souldiers and aſſociates , and 
contiviued to doc luch further muſchiefe , that they 
were- not conrent to murther the people , but they 
firſt, ranſackt the Towne , tooke their goods and 
their houſes , and conſumed the whole Towne into Cyne 
ders and aſhes. | : 

And nowthefaid Rebcll Sir Carey Adowehertle is bee 
licdgiog of the Zeffierdaforefaide, Such is the corruption 
ot humaine conditions, that itmorecaſily lerids a helping 
hand to propogatematter olmiſchicte , then toreſtraine 
an cuilla&ion pretended. 

Sir Carey Adeughertie hadnoſooner ſet foote forward to 
bis blody cuterpriſe, but he had many followers toafviſthim: 
in his wicked proceedings; amongſt whome Fells Me Reeah 
Muck Dauy,a notable editious perionot that conntric is by 
proclamation from the Lord Deputy of Ireland,and his ho- 
nourable counſell , worthely branded with thename of Re- 
bell, whois at this time aiding the ſaid Sir Carey with his: 
beſt might totake the Lefferd, 

How beitas treacherous beginnings haue ftYl failed in 
the cuents and expectations , fo no doubt but although the 
Lefferdbe now much threatned and indavgered by theſaid' 
Rebells, who continually atrempt her oucrthrowe ;yetthe 
worthineſſe and loyall induſtcic of ſuck as are imployed by 
his Maieſtic, for her relece, ſhall preuaile againſt all Iriſh 
treacherie; as namely the grounded knowledge and expe- 
rience of Sir Ralph Bingley, who hath his imployement by 
Sea, to daſhe their daring preſumption. And alſo the hono- 
rable care of Sir Oliuer Lambert , and Sit Rich: Wing field by 
lang,whoſe forwardnes ſowell knowae inother mar ers 
heeretofore committed totheir care , giues good hope of
